Gas Sales Tax Still 
Shows Decline 


Continuing a decline begun last 
June, California gasoline taxes 
for July reached a total of only 
2, 996,992.61, falling short of 
similiar collections for the same 
month of last year by $323,239.65 


or 9.7 per cent. 


R. E. Collins, Chairman of the 
State Board of Equalization, re- 
vealed this sharp drop in high- 
way revenues here today upon 
completion of the essessments by 
the board against the oil com- 
panies selling motor vehicle fuel 
in California. 


Commenting on the figures, he 
said: “Earlier in the year we had 
hoped that gasoline tax income 
might show substantian improve- 
ment. During March, April and 
May e ncouraging gains were 
shown. 


“However, last June the total 
tax at three cents per gallon was 
$270,304.02 less than the corres- 
ponding amount for June a year 
ago. Now July follows with an 
even greater decline. 


“Unless there is a marked gain 
shortly, the total for 1934 may 
not be expected to reach the 
$39,307,352.99 figure for 1933. 


“This will mean that after al- 
lowance has been made for re- 
funds an account of non-highway 
uses, the net amount available for 
road work from this source may 
not reach $36,000,000.”

State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction Vierling Kersey today 
reported that apportionments to 
school districts as reimburements 
for part payment of the salaries 
of teachers instructing in voca- 
tional programs maintained dur- 
ing the school year ending June 
30 under the provisions of the 
California plan for vocational ed- 
‘ucation were approved. 

“During the past school year,” 
Kersey stated, ‘6,816 persons 
were enrolled throughout the 
state in approved programs in 
vocational agriculture; 2,700 per- 
sons were enrolled in vocational 
homemaking programs; 19,125 
adult persons were enrolled in 
part-time extension homemaking 
classes; 7,440 persons were enroll- 
ed in unit-day trade programs, 
pnd part-time cooperative educa- 
tion programs; 10,927 persons 
were enrolled for instruction and 
coordination service in general 
continuation programs. 


An additional number of per- 
sons, 8,126, who are above the 
compulsory part-time general 


continuation age, were enrolled in 
general continuation programs. In 
addition to the above number of 
persons enrolled in approved voca- 
tion agricultural programs, pro- 
grams have been maintained on 
the part-time extension and even- 
ing basis in agriculture. These 
have not been reimbursed, how- 
ever, out of the federal and state 
vocation education funds.” 

“Funds available for reimburse- 
ment for approved vocational pro- 
grams were greatly decreased 
during the year 1933-34 due to 
the fact that the budget provided 
for a decrease in these funds. It is 
anticipated, however, that the 
funds for the year 1934-35 will be 
adequate to meet the claims pre- 
sented by school districts for ap- 
proved vocational programs,” said 
Kersey.
